Brief Strikes

Big Railroads 


Washington, Aug. 21 (IP)— -Two 


big railroad unions b e g a n brief 
strikes today—as they had threat- 
ened — at three key midwest rail 
terminals 
serving 
important de- 


fense industries. 


As the deadline hour of 6 a. /m. 


local time arrived at the Cleve- 
land, Louisville and Minneapolis 
St. Paul t e r m i n a l s , .workers 
walked out in five-day 'token" 
protest strikes against the dead- 
lock on their pay demands. . 


The walkouts were ordered in 


the face of a request from Presi- 
dent Truman that the terminals 
keep w o r k i n g . The unions said 
they would cancel the strikes only 
if Mr. Truman seized all the na- 
tion's railroads. There was no in- 
dication he would do so at this 
stage. 


Such seizure has been requested 


of the White House three 
times 


by the unions, the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trianment and the Order 
of Railway conductors. 


Two short line railroads, also 


vital transportation links to f e e d 
raw materials to essential indus- 
tries, are to be struck tomorrow, 
in addition. 


The dispute, already 17 months 


old, involves union demands for a 
pay boost for train 
service ero;

Milliken (R-Colo) declared t h a t 
congress is working in the dark 
when it is called upon to vote in- 
creased military a p p ropriations, 
authority to clamp controls on the 
civilian economy and 
increased 


taxes. 


"It is difficult to legislate intel- 


ligently w h e n we don't know 
whether we are preparing for all- 
out war or not," he said. "We 
have no fixed objective t o w a r d 
which we could be working."

Some contend that the p_lan can't 


work, that the treasury 'and

These critics point out that the 


Reserve bank is trying to curb in- 
flation by making it less attractive 
for the member banks to sell their 
commercial paper to get 
more 


money to lend to other industrial 
bank customers. The idea is that 
the member banks will thus have 
less money to lend to businessmen, 
and there will be less 'cheap mon- 
ey" around to power the inflation- 
ary boom. Also, the commercial 
banks will tend to raise the interest 
rates on what money they lend to 
businessmen. 


At the same time, the critics say, 


the treasury is refusing to make 
money dearer. Its reason, of courss' 
is that it wants to hold down the 
total of interest payments which 
the government is paying out on its 
huge national debt. That saves 
the taxpayer money. It also may 
encourage more government bor- 
rowing and spending, however.

1. Old-age and survivors insur- 


ance. 


A man who works long enough 


on a job covered by the law gets 
a pension when he retires 
after 


05. So does his wife, or 
widow, 


when she reaches 65. A man who 
has worked long.enough on a cov- 
ered job to be entitled to a pen- 
sion is called a 'fully 
insured" 


worker. 


(The size of the pension 
has 


been increased for all now receiv- 
ing it or who'll get it in the 
fu- 


ture. This incre&v starts Sept. 1. 
It will shuvv up in 
the 
checks 


mailed by the government around 
Oct. 1). 


• Some workers, while 
still 
in 


;middle-,ajre,', have worked 
l o n g 


fenough in a 
covered 
job to be 


fully insured and so entitled to a 
pension at 65, even though they 
leave a covered job long before 
then. 


If such a man dies before 
or 


after 65 and leaves under-18 chil- 
dren, each receives a p a y m e n t 
until reaching 18. So 
does 
the 


widow until the last child is 18. 
Then 
her 
payments 
stops but 


when she reaches 65 she'll get 
a pension. 


But some workers die long be- 


fore 65 or before they've worked 
long enough in a covered job to 
be fully insured. Would the 
un- 


der-18 children and widow of such 
a worker get any benefits if he 
died? 


Yes, if he's been in a covered 


job — this is a general way of 
saying it — for 18 out of the' 36 
months preceding his death. Such 
a worker is called "currently in- 
sured."

In any covered job the worker 


and his employer must pay a tax:

Washington, Aug. 21 M/P)— The 


Truman Administration will drive 
on two fronts this week for a speed- 
up of western rearmament to meet 
any threat of Soviet aggression in 
Europe. 


In mjd-week, Secretary of State 


Acheson will appear before the sen- 
ate appropriations 
committee to 


press for immediate approval, of 
an emergency $4,000,000,000 for- 
eign arms aid, fund to strengthen 
America's allies in Europe, 
the 


Middle East and the Far East. 


Tomorrow, Acheson's d e p u t y , 


Charles M. Sppffard, fresh from a 
conference with President Tru- 
man, will meet in London with rep- 
resentatives. of the North Atlantic 
treaty nations to urge that they 
greatly expand their defense pro- 
grams beyond proposals they have 
already laid out. 


The United States is taking an 
extraordinarily firm position in its 
dealings with Britain. France and 
the other treaty powers because of 
what officials here conceive to be 
the dangers of a Soviet conquest 
of Western Europe.

Acheson is- expected to stress 


this theme in his. appearance be- 
fore the senate committee, urging 
that the United States especially 
should not loose the momentum in 
defense 
preparations

Both parties will nominate for

tions Sept. 6-7.

Dewey to reverse his decision nol 
to run again. If he sticks to it, Lt 
Gov. Joseph R. Han,ley is almost 
certain to be the GOP nominee in 
that race.

Marcantonio .has said he is not
